THE QUESTION OF AMALGAMATION 
Recently the Townships of Anson, 
Minden asked both Lutterworth and Snowdon town- 
ships if they would like to meet with Minden council 
to discuss the possibilities of amalgamation. Both 
* Snowdon and Lutterworth turned down the proposals 


emphatically.

It would appear at first sight that mergers of this 
type would be desirable. The councils of many small 
townships in north Victoria and Haliburton have very 
few people to serve, and with amalgamation, full time 
clerks, assessors and road superintendents could be 
hired, instead of employing part time workers. 


Those in favour of amalgamation maintain if two or 
more tuwnships merge, fhe combined operation would 
provide more mileage for the taxpayer ‘s dollar. Those 
against the suggestion claim some portions of the town- 
ships are likely to suffer neglect, since the area with 
the largest population would control the vote. 


Opponents of amalgamation claim township em- 
ployees in a larger area would immediately want more 
remuneration for the incr eased work and the hoped-for 
savings would be lost. Public spending tends to -be 
controlled by funds available, rather than by need, 
without thought of economy, they point’ ont, and 
claim increased availability of funds would spiral costs 
higher rather than produce savings. 


it seems likely however, that within the next few 
years more of these little townships will unite with their 
neighbours voluntarily, or with the aid of a friendly 
push from the provincial government. Already legis- 
lation has been enacted to force school boards to amal- 
gamate in larger areas. vs

PLAY SAFE 

Keeping a child safe from harm is not an easy 
achievement, regardless of age or sex. In fact, you 
won't even get the child’s co-operation. If there is a 
dangerous situation or an accident hazard, or any kind 
of poison handy, the little ones will get involved. 

A small girl was struck by a car on Queen Street 
in Lindsay on Friday. Her condition is satisfactory. 
Four young children who darted out from cars this past 
week in Toronto were not so lucky, Some are dead. 

The street is the major scene of children’s deaths 
and often the fault ip the child’s because he has come 
out between parked cars and run across the street with- 
out watching the traffic. 

Nearby water, even if only a construction trench 
has a fatal attraction for children, and a child will 
sample anything from aspirin to adult’s pills, from 
cleaning fluids to medicines. 

Take care. Watch for hazards and remove them 
from the little one’s path. Put harmful pills and liquids 
out of reach, survey your home for areas in need of re- 
pair. Falls account for serious injuries and death. 
Blectricity can be a menace, low-set outlets tempt small 
hands to poke bits of metal in the holes. Never let 
children play in water without supervision all the time, 
and don't let the really small children play out in the 
street where they can dart out on the highway, un- 
thinkingly during a joyous game, It could be the last 


game they will ever play.

BRITAIN’S PRIME MINISTER 

ADDRESSING ROYAL ACADEMY 

OF ARTS DINNER ‘ 
(Exerpts from Speech) 

Britain's firm determination to give new meaning 
and new life to the Commonwealth was stressed on 
Wednesday, April 29, by Sir Alec Douglas-Home. 

Speaking at the Royal Academy of Arts dinner in 
London, he said it would be Britain's task at the Com- 
monwealth Prime Ministers’ Meeting in July to try to 
give substance to the meaning of the modern Com- 
monwealth in the modern world, 4 

He said the Commonwealth would only hold 
together, and be of value to its members and value to 
the world outside, if it proceeds with understanding 
and tolerance and patience and if those qualities are 
consciously and constantly exercised all the time. 

A very heavy load of responsibility had fallen on 
the British Government. first of all, In leading our 
Colonial territories to independence, and secondly, in 
cherishing and nourishing the partnership of countries 
who are equal in political status but are very different 
in their stages of social and economic development. He 
said Britain always gave the Commonwealth the high- 
est priority, whether in terms of defence, investment 
or ald. He though it quite clear that there are great 
prizes for humanity if the Commonwealth partners, 
spread as they are all over the globe, can work harmon- 
iously together. 

He went on; “First of all, we can demonstrate that 
we can break through the barrier of race, and I believe 
unquestionably that is the greatest need of our con- 
temporary world, 
giving technical assistance to the newer countries of 
the Commonwealth and helping them to bridge the 
gap, which there is between poor developing countries 


and the rich and developed countries, we can set an — 


example to the whole world”. 


Britain would need some help in this matter from - 


the countries which are developing. ‘‘We shall ask 
them to create conditions of confidence so that invest- 
ment may flow naturally into their countries, Indeed, 
it is imperative that they should create such condi- 
tions, otherwise I greatly fear they will be left behind 
in the economic race, and any country which is left 


behind in these days will find itself defeated in meeting — 


the most modest needs of men and women for food, 
shelter and security.” 

The prime Minister then called for patience and 
give-and-take in order to reconcile conflicting views. If 
we do that we shall find solutions, and Britain goes into 
this Conference of Commonwealth countries ... with 
the firm determination to give the Commonwealth 
Association new meaning and new life.” s

Burn family of Janetville 


settled there 


The Burn family has been in 
the village of Janetville for 
over a hundred and fifty years. 
With Captain Burn came a 
son, John Burn. Shortly after 
the year 1800 he settled at 
Janetville and joined in part- 
nership with Henry Irwin in 
their first business venture, a 
saw mill built on the Mill Pond. 
The original mill was powered 
by a water wheel and before 
long enlarged to include grist 
mill operations. Fire destroyed 
the buildings 
1858 and these were replaced 
at a cost of $1200 the following 
year, this time using steam for 
power. 

The first edition of the Ca- 
nadian Independent, Septem- 
ber 3, 1855 registered a paid 
account of J. Burn and Son,

Eight 
years ago the fifth generation 
of Burn, Robert, entered this

The first confusing thing 
about the Burn family occurred 
in 1867 when a son of John 
Burn was born and named 
John Robert Burn, because in 
1891 a son of John R. was born 
and named Robert John Burn, 
to be followed by Robert J.’s

John Burn. Fortunately he is 
only eight years old and can} 
hardly add to the confusion 
for some time, at least. 

The Burns sons. in turn, 
have been postmasters at Jan- 
etville since 1852 and have 
been handling gas and oil since| 
it was drawn by horse and wa- 
gon from Lindsay.

“THE SALLY ANN” 

Have you ever met a member of the Armed Forces 
who hasn’t had a good word to say for the work of the 
Salvation Army. The “Sally Ann” as it is affection- 
ately called by solidiers at home and overseas provides 


many comforts for the troops in wartime and peacetime. 


When disaster strikes, when people are in trouble, 
in many, many cases people turn to the Salvation Army 
for assistance. 


A new service introduced by the Army in many 
cities is the twenty-four hour round-the-clock assistance 
to would-be suicides. Innumerable cases are on file of 
men and women who have called the numbers in des- 
peration, to be greeted by a firm, kindly voice, asking if 
the owner can be of any help, and in an encouraging 
number of cases, the urge to “end it all’ has been oyer- 
come. Often an officer has been despatched to the 
scene of the call if a personal contact has been felt 
necessary, and in many cases, the intervention has been 


successful. 


A woman phoned recently in the dead of night, and 
asked that someone he sent to look after her baby; she 
had already swallowed a handful of sleeping pills, but 
had sense enough to want to care for her child. The 
officer somehow managed to ascertain the origin of 
the call, and in no time a police van was on its way, 
and not only was the baby cared for, but its mother’s 
life was saved. 


This comparatively new service has proved of 
great value. This is another reason why many will 
give generously again this year to the Salvation Army 
Red Shield Appeal being launched across Canada in

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METHODS OF DEVELOPING VICTORIA MUSEUM 
TO BE DISCUSSED AT TOWN HALL MEETING 


Vv. N. Stermo, Museum 
Adviser for the Ontario De- 
partment of Public Records 
and archives, Historical branch 
will be the speaker at a public 
meeting of the Victoria County 
Historical Society to be held 
in the Lindsay Town Hall on 
Wednesday, May 6th. 

The Executive and Advisory 
Council of the Victoria County 
Historical Society invites mem- 
bers of the public to the meet- 
ing to discuss methods of de- 
veloping the museum. 

Dr. R. M. Parker, president 
of the Soclety said “Our citi- 
zens throughout the county 
are becoming greatly interest- 
ed in the establishment of mu- 
seums, As evidence, many 
calls are received by the exe- 
cutive of the Victoria His- 
torical Society, from residents 
of town and country enquiring 
about the development of our 
museum.” 

“Many ask, why have the 
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Centennial Grants not been put 
into our museum, to make that 
our Centennial memorial”, 
said Dr. Parker, “Our museum. 
yet in its infancy has created a 
keen interest in, and the study 
of remaining evidence of the 
mode of life of our forefathers 
dating back a hundred or more 
years. It is interesting and 
entertaining as well as instruc- 
tive”. 

Dr, Parker continued, “Let 
your imagination drift along 
with the thoughts aroused by 
some article or collection of 
items, rescued from the wastes 
of time to the little old log ca- 
pbin-in the woods. There, in 
the evening, seated at the head 
of the home made table sits the 
husband or grandfather read- 
ing aloud from the Scripture 
(one of the few books they pos- 
sessed), by the dim light of a 
home made tallow candle. 
while his faithful, and indus- 
trious wife and mother rocks 
the cradle with her foot as she 
knits socks and mitts for the 
family.

DO FOOD FALLACIES KEEP 
YOU FROM ENJOYING 
MEAL? 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I'd love 
to eat hot buns and freshly 
baked bread. I hear it’s aj 
waste; that they’re not so nu- 
tritious when still hot, Mrs. P. 


Comment: Like ’em hot? Go 
to it. Hot buns and warm 
bread are just as good for you 
as the cold variety, So don’t 
wait around for the cooling 
process, Enjoy them while 
they're hot! 


I wish this were the only 
food fallacy around. Some 
people get silly ideas and they 
pass from one generation to 
the other, and they are accept- 
ed without question. 


For example, I know a per- 
son who eats some kind of 
fish at lunch and dinner (and 
sometimes for breakfast) as 
a daily requirement for his diet 
He has been doing this for 
over 20 years on the premise 
that fish is brainfood. Yet, 
a close friend of his told me 
a short while ago: “Bill is just 
as stupid as he was when all 


his diet consisted of was milk 
in a bottle.’

DANGER 

A recent census in the United States indicates that 
50,000 fingers and 100,000 toes are cut off each year in 
rotary lawnmower blades. On a comparable population 
basis, this would suggest that 5,000 fingers and 10,000 
toes are lost each year in Canada in the same way. 
The figures do not include accidents due to objects be- 
ing thrown by blades. Experiments are reported un- 
derway on a disc-shaped safety type rotary blade with 
a safety rim which causes objects coming in contact 
with it to be merely glided towards the ground. Lands 
and Forests Department personnel witnessed a demon- 
stration at the Great Lakes Park Training Institute.

Explosion in 
Manila - 3 
killed 


Manila (UPI) — An explo- 
sion rocked a six-storey build- 
ing in a crowded downtown 
section of Manila early today. 
setting off a fire which caused 
widespread death and destruc- 
tion. 

Police said 35 persons may 
have been killed in the blaze. 
At least 43 others were injur- 
ed. 

The cause of the explosion 
has not been determined. 

More than 120 persons were 
believed sleeping in the con- 
crete oraca building when the 
blast occurred. 

The building quickly became 
a raging inferno. Large sec- 
tions of the second, third and 
fourth floors collapsed. It 
took firemen more than four 
hours to extinguish the blaze. 

The government- owned 
building once served as a 
headquarters for the occupa- 
tion army of Japan during 
world war two, It is surround- 
ed by slums. 

Workers are combing the 
debris in the building for more 
bodies, 

One month ago just across 
from the Oraca building, fire 
destroyed 100 structures, caus- 
ing millions of dollars in dam- 
age. Nobody was killed in that 
fire, 


Audit Agencies 
Public Accounts 


‘committee suggests 


Toronto (UPI) — The On- 
tario legislative public ac- 
counts committee recommend- 
ed today that 10 government 
boards, agencies and com- 
missions not now being provin- 
cially audited come under of- 
ficial examination. 

Jt was one of 15 recommen- 
dations to come from the newly 
reactivated nine-member com- 
mittee. 

The report, tabled in the le- 
gislature Thurs, said “the 
knowledge throughout the civil 
service that expenditures may 
have to be explained, or even 
defended, can have only a be- 
neficial effect.” 

One of the 10 agencies men- 
tioned as not being under the 
audit — although the province 
contributes large sums of 
money to it — was the tea- 
chers’ superannuation fund. 
The committee recommended 
an acceleration of the pace at 
which such agencies are 
brought under regular audit. 

It said those accounts now 
being audited should at least 
be available for examination 
by members in the legislature. 

The committee also sugest- 
ed elimination of the “miscel- 
laneous” cateory in bookkeep- 
ing. It said all accounts should 
be designated under name and 
amount, 

The accounts committee, a 
traditional government watch- 
dog, has been almost inactive 
in Ontario in recent years. 
Persistent opposition criticism 
led to an active role for the 
body during this session of 
the legislature, Chairman is 
Andrew Lawrence,

MAY, 13, 1914

Walter Stewart, president of 
the Men’s Major Softball 
League told the council softball 
had been played on the park 
for a great number of years, 
and said the teams thought it 
should be recognized as a ball 
park, Mr, Stewart claimed 
about 6,000 people a year at- 
tended the games put on by 
the men’s league, the women’s

Mr. Stewart asked whether

Park could be re-located in a 
better position closer to Vic-; 
toria Avenue to improve the} 
diamond and said the club:

Mr. Stewart did not agree 
with Parks Board chairman 
Percy Hill’s claim the softball 
team could be accomodated in 
other locations such as George 
street. “We have no other 
suitable place to go to plav 
softball”, he said, “if we had 
to move to George street the 
Jeagues would fold.’ Mr. 
Stewart agreed the leagues 
would be willing and happy to 
move to another location such 
as George Park field if a pro- 
per diamond was supplied, the 
old fences knocked down and 
the benches repaired “At the 
moment you ean fall — right 
through them”, he said. 

Parks Board View 

“IT would like to draw your 
attention to a letter to the edi- 
tor published in “The Post’, 
said Parks Board chairman 
Percy Hill, “if you read it you 
will be enlightened. This is 
our stand.” 

Mr, Hill read the text of the 
letter that appeared on Friday 
May 8th and reiterated the 
softball league had not yet ask- 
ed if they could use the park 
this year. “We haven’t had a 
request as yet”, he said, “al- 
though this is a formality’. 

Mr. Hill said if the centen-

This 
problem is the attitude created 
falsely or otherwise, I don’t 
know — the attitude of unco- 
Operativeness among groups 
in town. You say the team 
could go elsewhere”, he said 
to Mr. Hill, “maybe they could 
but we want more co-operation 
between groups that have dif-

COMMUNICATION 

Charges that* boards: and commissions under the 
jurisdiction of Lindsay council aren’t communicating 
their decisions to council, made by Councillor Logan, 
were vehemently denied by Mayor Joseph Holtom at 
the committee of the whole meeting Monday evening. 
The mayor dismissed as “utter nonsense” suggestions 
that the boards were not co-operating with council in 
every Way. 

Later in the same meeting Councillor Taylor sug- 
gested the agenda for the Mondays council meeting be 
published in the paper the previous Friday or Saturday. 
“We have an empty council chamber”, he said pointing 
to the empty seats, “except when angry citizens bring in 
petitions over something discussed here earlier,” 

In both these instances there would seem to he a 
“breakdown in communications” between the council 
and their boards, and between council and the taxpay- 
ers who elect them. . 


Council members appear to feel because members 
of the press cover the meetings the public is adequately 
informed, and council members quickly protest any 
misquote, This would appear to be a perfectly satis- 
factory method of acquainting the public with what is 
going on, except for one thing. 


Despite frequent requests from newspaper repre- 
sentatives, chairmen of council committees and sub- 
committees refuse to provide copies of the minutes 
refuse te provide copies of the mimeographed minutes 
of the committee meetings, with the exception of the 
Board of Works, which under Reeve Found and Reeve 
Moore have kept the mewspapers fully informed. 

- Minutes of previous meetings of council are passed “as 
circulated” and no copies are available for the press, 
and members of the press are not allowed an agenda 
to-the meeting—a common courtesy extended by many 
other councils. 


Blected representatives of the people are quick to 

complain when they think the press misquotes them or 

treats them-badly, but they do little to assist in the ac- 

- curate reporting of news from Lindsay council chamb- 
ers. 


BOARDS AND COMMISSIONS 

Councils appoint various people to boards and com- 
missions to carry out certain projects for the town, 
scrutinize and set their budgets for the year, and have 
council members represent them on most of the boards. 
“Is this sufficient? 
3 Councillor David Logan does not think so. He is 
concerned with the manner in which authority is dele- 


gated to boards and commissions by council, without _ 


a regular report of their decisions being returned to the 
council chamber, He suggests these committees should 
also be required to submit a regular report of their ac- 
_ tivities to council, in order to keep them fully informed. 
A request by Councillor Logan that the Recreation 
_ Commission be asked to inform council in writing of 
_. their intentions regardng the formation of a summer 
baseball league sparked the initial discussion in the 
_ council chambers. This discussion was further stoked 
when former Councillor Joseph Hutton appeared on be- 
half of the Softball. Association to protest the decision 
of the Parks Board, to remove the softball players from 
the spot they have occupied for endless years. 

Nobody in council seemed aware the continued ex- 
istence of the softball league was threatened, and 
Councillor Logan’s point became clear.

_to council, the council would be aware of what their off- 
spring are doing. 


LOOK TO THE SCUGOG 

Councillor David Logan asked Lindsay council 
last week when something was to be done to develop 
the area alongside the Scugog river, designated as a 
“green belt’ on the town plan. 


An improvement of the banks of the Scugog, in 
many places would be welcomed by residents and visit- 
ors alike. If Lindsay is to take advantage of the 
water-borne traffic along the Scugog, and get the vis- 
itorg to stop awhile (and spend money), some park- 
land, marinas and mooring areas must be provided for. 

A park has been proposed in the past for the en- 
tire length of the Carew Lumber Company’s old mill 
yard, a distance of five or six blocks on the west side of 
the river. This park could, in time connect with the 
parkland immediately north of the Crayon factory on 
Lindsay street with a new bridge to be built across the 
river at Colborne street. 


This area could be easily developed into a superb 

_ park with facilities for boating enthusiasts and land 

lubbers, and could be the first stage in a much-needed 
improvement to the river banks. 

Where is the money to come from? Here, we feel, 
is the ideal place for the centennial grants to be expend- 
ed through the Parks Board. The money would bene- 
fit town residents and visitors alike and would appear to 
have many more advantages than the Parks Board pro- 
posals for beautifying Victoria Park. 

Victoria Park is too small for suc i a project. 
Furthermore, the rights of the softball teams to play 
there acquired over long years should be respected. 
We suggest the Parks Board look to the Scugog for 
park development and make a bid for the centennial 
funds for this purpose.

to alert Canadians to Responsibilities 


Ottawa — The Canadian 
Forestry Association which 
sponsors National Forest Con- 
servation Week (May 10-16) 
has issued the following state- 
ment alerting Canadians to 
their responsibilities in the 
the wise use of this resource. 

Hach year during the last 
decade, forest fires have burn- 
ed over 3,000 square miles in 
our country. Visualize a fire 
one mile wide, burning contin- 
ually from Halifax to Vancou- 
ver, This is the extent of the 
area set afire each year. 

During this same period, 
these fires annually consumed 
the equivalent of over 3,000,- 
000 cords of wood which repre- 
sents a pile of 4’ long wood, 4’ 
high, extending for almost 
5,000 miles, The less obvious 
losses to young growth, wild- 
life, soil and water protection, 
while not as spectacular are 
just as serious. 

At the same time that this 
needless destruction is going 
on — and over % of the fires 
are started by man or his 
machine — the demands of 
Canada’s forests are increas- 
ing.

CONTROL OF WEEDS IN PASTURES 

What a boon to farmer if grass production from — 
permanent pastures could be boosted three or four 
times! - 

In Hastern Canada there are thousands of acres of 
such land on which the owners apply fertilizer for this 
purpose without getting the best results. 

The obstacle generally is broadleaved weeds. 

L. P. Jackson of CDA’s experimental farm at Nap- 
pan has investigated the effects of weeds on pasture 
growth and has suggested a solution: a combination — 
herbicide and fertilizer program. ) ge 

Permanent pastures are often located on rolling, 
steep or rough terrain, where cultivation is impractic- 
able and where dandelions, hawkweed, plantain and 
similar species are a problem. es 

In his permanent pasture experiments, Mr. Jack- 
ing an unbalanced fertilizer or no fertilizer at all, 45 per 
cent of the growth was weeds. Applying a recommend- 
ed quantity of complete fertilizer reduced the weed 
stand to 15 per cent of total yield and increased grass 
from 750 lb. dry matter to about 2,600 lb. dry matter 
per acre. 

But even better results were obtained by combin- 
ing herbicide treatment with fertilizer. This reduced 
weed percentage to a log of one per cent and increased 
output of grass to more than 3,100 pounds dry matter 
per acre. This was four times the original grass yield. 

Herbicide treatment was simple. Pastures were 
sprayed in early spring at the start of the growth and 
again in mid-August when young biennial weed seed- 
lings were beginning to grow. The spray was 2, 4-D 
at the rate of 12 ounces of acid per acre. The in- 
creased grass production and reduction in weed growth 
were recorded for the year following this treatment.

CAMPERS CAUTIONED TO 
AIR DRY-CLEANED SLEEPING BAGS 

With the approach of another camping season, 
campers are readying their equipment, investigating 
new equipment and gazing longingly ahead for the first 
holiday week-end. Most will be safety conscious. 
They will be aware of boating and swimming dangers 
and yet there will be accidents. They will be aware of 
highway dangers and yet there will be tragedies. 

One danger, however, will not be an abvious one. 
It will remain unseen until it happens. It will be in the 
least obvious place for danger. It will be in a sleeping 
bag. Many campers have their sleeping bags dry 
cleaned as a regular yearly practice. Last year this 
proved fatal to a camper. The cleaning fluid had been 
tested and for years this practice had been followed with 
safety. The bag was not aired before use, however, and 
a camper died. The fumes from the unventilated bag, 
along with some unknown association of conditions, 
created a situation which may never’ be duplicated. 
Campers are cautioned, therefore, to play safe and air 
dry-cleaned sleeping bags before use,

Asparagus is our first vege- 
table of the spring season. And 
no wonder it’s so popular, it is

The Ontario Forestry Asso- 
ciation and its sister associa 
tions in the Canadian Forestry

Association feel that a special 
week is necessary to focus pub- 
lic attention on the forest 
wealth surrounding us. ‘They 
point out that too frequently 
we regard it as an inexhaust- 
able resource and fail to give 
it the care it deserves. We 
bulldoze it, burn it and butch- 
er it, There are important 
management programs under- 
way and all that it not last by 
any means. But every indivi- 
dual must play his part to use 
our forests wisely so they may 
continue to provide their many 
blessings.

ADOLESCENCE A DIFFICULT 
AND TRYING TIME OF LIFE 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn; We 
are greatly concerned about 
our daughter who is a senior 
in high school.

She gets 
moody, dejected and absolutely 
disrespectful to her father and 
me at times.

She is doing 
well in school and feeling well 
physically.

Comment: People refer to 
the change of life in the 40's 
and 50's as being the most dif- 
ficult periods of adjustment. 
For a long while I have felt 
differently, T believe the most 
difficult and trying time of life 
is adolescence.

“The chief characteristic of 
adolescent behavior are incon- 
sistency and unpredictability.

scence. There are quick en- 
thusiasms; there are times of 
utter hopelessness—There are 
impotent rages and hates to- 
wards the adult world, and 
there is revolt, disrespect, and 
derision of the parents, This 
is certainly a manifestation 
with which most of us are fam- 
iliar — A general statement

Dear Dr. Steicrohn: How 
can fhe doctor make a diag- 
nosis of coronary thrombosis 
if the patient has had no pain 
during the attack? Mr. T. 


Comment: It is unusual to 
have an attack of coronary 
thrombosis without chest pain. 
However. I have seen a few 
such patients. A careful his- 
tory is important. The patient 
will usually say he at least had 
indigestion with possible 
nausea and vomiting, marked 
by sweating, weakness or 
rapid _ perspiration. Once 
suspicious, the doctor makes 
the diagnosis in the usual way; 
by physical examination, tak- 
ing electrocardiograms and 
special laboratory tests which 
show that the heart muscle is 
inflamed due to a thrombosis.

PLACEBO TREATMENT 
POSSESSES VIRTUES 

Dear Dr. Steinerohn: What 
is meant by a placebo? Is it a 
medicine that isn’t supposed 
to do any good? Mrs. Y. 

Comment: There would be 
little sense in prescribing any- 
thing unless there was hope 
it would help. No doubt what 
you have head is that some 
times the doctor prescribes a 
medicine that isn’t supposed 
to have any specific value (for 
example, unlike quinine in ma- 
laria), He just hopes that it 
will help the patient. 

Y have been reading in the 
Journal of the American Me- 
dical Association. an article 
written by A. M. Marcus, called 
“Placebo Effect,” which first 
appeared in the British Co- 
lumbia Medical Journal. Here 
are some excerpts: 

“The experienced physician 
knows that in most of the 
minor psychiatric and psycho- 
somatic conditions the potent 
therapeutic agent is the doctor 
himself. He can often get 
good results with whatever he 
prescribes, if he has good re- 
lationship with the patient, is 
able to spend time with him 
and tries to understand his 
problems.

Religion” was the subject of 
Mrs. Bernard DeBruyn of Pet- 
erborough as she addressed 
the members of the United 
Church Women at their an- 
nual meeting in the Sunday 
School Hall. 

Mrs. DeBruyn who came or- 
iginally from Holland, im- 
migrating to Canada about 12 
years ago, spoke of her strict 
upbringing in the Christian 
Reform Church and her thank- 
fulness to her parents for 
ideals in Christian living in- 
stilled from childhood. “We 
should be grateful to our fore- 
fathers for their religious 
faith and belief in a heaven- 
ly Father and His Son Jesus 
Christ who came into the 
world to relieve suffering. Can- 
ada is supposed to be a Christ- 
jan country, but there are 
many-non-believers. The only 
antidote or medicine against 
the poison of unbelief in God 
is a strong faith in the old 
time religion of our fathers. 
Today the church is becoming 
too much of a social institua- 
tion with parties, concerts, din- 
ners, etc. used as fund raising 
events. If we loved the Lord 
enough to tithe and return 
to Him what is rightfully His, 
we would not need social 
events to keep up the church 
finances. Religion is some- 
thing to hold on to, not the 
watered down substitute it is 
being made by today’s stand- 
ards. Phsychiatrists and Doc- 
tors are beginning to find this 
out. We talk of the problems 
of young people today. How 
are they to distinguish right 
from wrong? The fault of their 
stumbling lies with the par- 
ents. Parents fail by not being 
strong enough in their beliefs. 
Sometimes children like to be 
told ‘NO’. The fact that their 
parents think strongly gives 
them a feeling of security. 
‘Moses commanded the Israel- 
ites to “Teach the laws of the 
Lord diligently to their child- 
ren, when thou sittest in thine 
house, when thou walkest by 
the way and when thow liest 
down and when thou risest 
up.” 

“Parents today are inclin- 
ed to leave too much to the 
Sunday School teachers. We 
should be living examples to 
our children. Our inside be- 
liefs should shine outside, 
showing that we are all God’s 
children. We should not just 
be Sunday morning christ- 
jans, but live our faith every 


day. Paul said in his Bpistle 
to the Romans ‘Yor I am per- 
suaded that neither death, 
nor life, nor angels, nor prin- 
|cipalities, nor powers, nor 
things to come, nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other crea- 
ture shall be able to separate 
us from the love of God, which 
is in Christ Jesus, our Lord.’ 
There is only one way in which 
we can become christian, that 
is to follow the teachings of 
Jesus who said ‘I am the way, 
the truth, the life’. “Ministers 
of the Gospel have a great re- 
sonsibility. They must offer 
bread and not stones, helping 
to prepare us for a higher life 
and Eternity. The church 
should be ready with more an- 
swers to today’s problems. We, 
as members are responsible to 
live our faith, striving daily to 
make better christians of our- 
selves; then our children will 
follo wour example. Our 
motto should be ‘As for me 
and my house, we will serve 
the Lord.’ We should read 
our Bibles daily; no greater 
book was ever written, It 
holds answer to all our prob- 
lems,” 

In conclusion Mrs, DeBruyn 
said “You will find it worth 
while to go back to old time 
religion and have a new out- 
look on life. The church is 
Christ’s Church, We are His 
followers and we have a duty 
in His vineyard. We must be 
abassadors for Him who gave 
His life for us that we might

WHICH WAY ARE WE GOING? 

We see in today’s reports of Mr, Pearson's antics, 
his intention now of declaring O’Canada the official 
Canadian anthem, and in further discourse on the flag 
and related issues, we would point out that these 
changes, are, in themselves of great importance. 

Much more important still is the fact that the 
changes of the red ensign to the maple leaf flag, God 
Save the Queen to O’Canada, the issuance of a Cana- 
dian Bill of Rights when British common law was all 
that was necessary before and other-signs show we are 
gradually eroding away all our British traditions. 
What next? Are we so ashamed of our origins that 
we must now hide our traditional relationship to our 
mother land? 

No doubt the Armorial Bearings of Canada will 
be abolished soon. They are too British-looking. 
Many of the provincial arms must of course go, they 
reveal our origins, and then of course finally the 
Queen of Canada must be deposed and replaced by an 
elected president, 

And then what would we have left? A vast, but 
under-populated country, nearly 50% of British origin, 
speaking French as they frantically appease the Que- 
becois a little more each time, adrift in an aimless way, 
awaiting eventual annexation by the United States. 

Far fetched? Perhaps. But present actions are 
symptomatic of the disease that is spreading in this 
fair land of ours.

MAN AND MACHINES 

The many pessimists who have been proclaiming 
that the machine ig making man redundant will find no 
solace or support in the Canadian Labor Force Histori- 
cal Tables, just published by the census takers, Despite 
the steady advance of mechanization throughout indus- 
try, the volume of employment has not declined over 
the past decade, or even over the past half century. 

There has been a vast change in kinds of jobs 
Canadians work at, of course; farming, for example, 
employed 39 per cent of all male workers in 1911 
(912,000 persons) but only 12 per cent (578,000 per- 
sons) in 1961. And the character of the labor force 
has changed; the number of women in the work force, 
as a proportion of the adult population, has nearly 
doubled — from 16 per cent (857,000 persons) in 1911 
to 29 per cent. (1,764,000) persons in 1961. In the past 
decade more youngsters have been able to stay at 
school longer, and oldsters have been able to retire 
earlier; in 1961 only 36 per cent of those in the 16-19 
years age bracket were in the work force, compared to 
47 per cent in 1951; and the proportion of persons 65 
years and over who were still at work dropped from 22 
per cent in 1951 to 17 per cent in 1961. 

But the most significant statistics concern partici- 
pation in the work force by persons 15 years of age and 
over. In 1911 the work force took in 56 per cent of 
adult Canadians. In 1921 and 1981 the proportion was 
55 percent. In 1941, excluding 315,000 persons on ac- 
tive service, it dropped to 50 per cent. In 1951 and 
1961 the proportion was 54 per cent. In other words, 
the contention that the machine has put the human 
worker on the sidelines is certainly not substantiated 
by the census reports. Man is a great deal more adap- 
table and self reliant than some will concede. 

_ There is another significant statistic in which the 
machine is involved. This concerns the ncrease n the 
output of wealth, whch has been responsible for the im- 
mense improyement in living standards. From 1911 to 
1961 the country’s output of wealth, as measured by the 
gross National Product, increased from $346 to $2,050 
per capital. This increase in productivity has been due 
mainly to more and better machines. —C. J. Harris

A varied cross-Canada re- 
action is starting to build up 
around Prime Minister Lester 
Pearson’s campaign to replace 
the Red Ensign with a maple 
leaf design. 

Strong opinions are being 
expressed both pro and con — 
through editorials, through 
opinion polls and via letters to 
the members of parliament. 

A blistering broadside came 
from the Winnipeg Tribune on 
Tuesday night. Yn effect, the 
editorial in the evening news- 
paper said that the flag pro- 
posal was bad. It said, “The 
dominant reaction is disunity” 
— and added that Pearson 
showed poor timing in intro- 
ducing the design before the 
Royal Canadian Legion. 

In its strongest words, the 
editorial charged that Pearson 
is ‘willing to jeopardize na- 
tional unity in the hope of 
political advantage.” In Van- 
couver a Tuesday poll showed 
that leading British Colum- 
bians are split into equal parts 
over the Canadian flag issue. 

The main objections to the 
Pearson design were that it 
looks ‘‘anemic, weak, and 
skinny.” 

And from Fredericton, Pre- 
mier Louis Robichaud of New 
Brunswick became the first 
premier to line up in favor of 
the Maple Leaf flag on Tuesday 
night, 

Strong opposition to the new 
flag is soldifying among the 
Tories in Ottawa. 

Opposition leader John 
Diefenbaker said Tuesday he 
has received a flod of tele- 
grams protesting the govern- 
ments position.

“OUR EMBLEM DEAR...” 

Prime Minister Lester Pearson “ran the new flag 
up the flagpole” at the Royal Canadian Legion Rally at 
Winnipeg and waited to see who would salute.

The situation is ridiculous. The government is 
supposedly willing to stand or fall on a new flag chosen 
by a frée vote of elected representatives.

No 
wondér Mr, Pearson says he feels most Liberal members 
will vote with him on the issue. 

We feel a new flag is unnecessaty and is one more 
shred of evidence of panderifig to the French element.

The waterways of thé Trent Canal System opened 
Friday with the exception of Peterboro Locks and No. 9, 
locks at Trenton which are undergoing repairs. 

The system has opened on or around the 15th of 
May for many, many years and at first sight there 
would not appear to be any reason why the system 
should not open earlier. Canal authorities in Peterboro 
claim this is not practicable because of the amount of 
maintenance work that has to be done between the 
time the ice goes and the locks open. Much of this 
work must be performed in good weather. 

Regulation of the canal system restrict the lock 
aréa to persons over the age of ten years and children 
under ten are not permitted in the vicinity of the 
jocks other than with a family group. As many Lindsay 
tesidents know, the locks are a great attraction to 
children and many obviously under ten children are 
seen there before the locks open, The canal authority 
cannot keep the area patrolled at all times and it is up to 
parents to see their children are kept away from danger, 
The waterways are also patrolled by the ROMP and 
through delegated authority, the Ontario Provincial 
Police and town police. 

The best way to prevent a tragedy is, however to 
know where your young children are at all times and 
impress upon them the danger of the locks.

Far from falling a casualty to television, radio in 
Britain is thriving and still full of promise in the téle- 
Vision age. Thé BBC's Director of Sound Broadcasting, 
Mr.-Frank Gillard, backed this affirmation with some 
hard evidence in a public lecture given recently at 
Broadcasting House in London, 

“Over the last six years radio’s average dally audi- 
ence in Britain has been rising steadily with marked in- 
creases every year,” Mr. Gillard said, “from 20 million 
people listening at some time or other every day in 1958, 
the figure has risen to 28 million in the early weeks of 
this yea, Thie tofal number of people looking at tele- 
vision (BBC ad commercial services combined) on the 
average day is about 35 million. So, in 1964, radio's 
average daily audience is only one-fifth below that of 
television.” Nor was it a question of large numbers of 
pedple switching on momentarily. On the average, 
those 28 million listeners used their radios for 21% hours 
every day, and the quantity of listening had been slowly 
increasing in recent years. 


The form of Britain’s radio's survival was more 
important itself, Mr. Gillard continued. In some count- 
tles radio had been degraded to the status of an am- 
plified juke box, In Britain in over forty years of re- 
sponsibile development, BBC radio has earned the right 
to be taken seriously. It provided an abundance of en- 
tertainment, of stimulus for the mind and food for the 
spirit, and a ready means of keéping In touch with the 
world and understanding its works and ways.

St. Lawrence Seaway Development Corporation. 

It was the view of our forefathers that canals, by 
cheapening the cost of transportation, had the effect of 
labor-saying Machines.

When you consider what 
the new bride has to contend 
with in pre-marriage tensions

Although it is true that in 
most cases the sudden loss of 
appetite, nausea, vomiting and 
actual chills are due to nervous 
tension, there is something to 
pear in mind; actual organic 
disease often simulates such 
upsets.

But as one studies the early 
history of Ontario is seems pe- 
culiar that as a rule some one 
man comes on the scene with 
significant vision and resour- 
ces to correct and improve our 
early methods. And so I am 
going to give you an insight 


into the life of one of these pe- 


culiar men, from whose labor 
and foresight our educational 
system had its beginning — 
that is Egerton Ryerson. 

Egerton Ryerson was born 
near the village of Victoria in 
Norfolk County, 24th of March, 
1808. One of a family of six 
boys and three girls. 

His father was Joseph Ryer- 
son, a native of New Jersey. He 
served as an officer in the 
Prince of Wales Regiment dur- 
ing the American Reyolution- 
ery war and after the defeat of 
the British forces he retired to 
New Brunswick where he mar- 
ried. In 1799 he followed an 
older brother Samuel to Upper 
Canada and settled in Norfolk 
County near the village of 
Victoria. Here as a loyalist he 
received a grant of 2500 acres. 
On half pay as a pensioner he 
settled on a 600 acre farm near 
his brothers farm and mill. He 
raised a family of six boys and 
three girls, lived to the ripe 
old age of 98 and died on the 
farm he had occupied for over 
60 years, The Ryerson family 
were of Dutch Huguenot or-

This article first appeared in “The Post” a year ago 
and is reprinted because of its topical interest at this 
time. 


Since Confederation there has taken place a grad- 
ual development of the powers of the Canadian Govern- 
ment, until’now the status of Canada In the British 
Commonwealth of Nations can be expressed in these 
words, as endorsed in 1926 by the Imperial Conference 
when defining the relative position of Great Britain and 
the self-governing Dominions—'They are autonomous 
communities within the British Hmpire,— equal in 
status, in no way subordinate one to another in any 
respect of their domestic or external affairs, though 
united by a common allegiance to the Crown and freely 
associated as members of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations.” 


While Ganada with its 3,700,000 square miles of 
territory, with its enormous natural resources, its varied 
attractions of scenery, climate and industry, has this 
independent position within the Empire, still our country 
is bound to the mother-land by the strongest ties of of- 
ficial devotion as expressed in our loyalty to Her Maj- 
esty Queen Dlizabeth. 


No subject comes home more closely to the hearts 
of a people or appeals more closely to the intelligence 
of its citizens than a discussion of our Flag—tits tradi- 
tions, its history, its prestige, and its vital meanings. 


The Union Jack, as it developed through the var- 
ied forms waved over Nelson and his seamen when 
they sayed Dngland at Trafalgar, as it did over Welling- 
ton and his soldiers when they saved Hurope at Water- 
loo. It was planted by Wolfe on the Heights of Abra- 
ham and wayed over the heads of our United Empire 
Loyalists as they sang “God Saye the King’ in the 
wilds of Upper Canada. It was thrown to the breezes 
of Quebec as the French Canadians fought for local 
liberty in 1812 against the United States. It waves 
over India after centuries of bloodshed and oppression, 
over the sands of the Soudan and the historic monu- 
ments of Egypt, over the hill tops of Palestine and the 
plains of Mesopotania as Britain strives to lift the 
crushed races of the Hast towards regions of hope and 
light. 


The British Flag and we are Britons as well as 
Canadians has always stood for international 
honour, for national liberty, for individual freedom. 
It stands today for the fellowship of men within the 
Empire, for the maintenance of law and order under 
democratic institutions, for a constitution under which 
every man and woman has a voice, for a system of 
Monarchy which provides a vital link of unity and place 
and co-operation among the British nations all over 
the world. 


According to tradition, when the Fathers of Con- 
federation met in London to arrange for the union of 
the various provinces of Canada some of the leaders 
wished our land should be known as “The Kingdom of 
Canada’. One eyening a member of the delegation was 
reading the 72nd psalm and was impressed with the 
8th verse “He shall have dominion also from sea to sea 
and from the river unto the ends of the earth’. This 
incident eventually led to the adoption of the name 
“Dominion of Canada”. This yerse from scripture is 
also recalled to our mind as we read Canada’s national 
motto which is “A Mari usque ad Mari’—(from sea to 
sea). 


The Dominion coat-of-arms which Canada has 
been authorized to bear is composed of the arms of 
England, Scotland, Ireland and France, because Cana- 
da was founded by men of these four different races. 
To mark these arms as Canadian, a sprig of maple leay- 
es on a silver field was added in the lower third of the 
shield. The crest is a lion holding in its paw a red maple 
leaf—a symbol of sacrifice and surmounted by a royal 
crown. The supporters are the lion and the unicorn, 
the ancient banner of France. This new coat of arms 
proclaims in symbolic form, that Canada holds under 
the British Crown this great new land — half of the 
North American Continent but also that we are a com- 
posite people. Sons of other races, besides those I 
haye mentioned; call this “Land of the Maple Leaf’, 
their home, and love it and are as loyal to it as those 
people represented on our Coat-of-Arms. All are wel- 
come to our “land” and eventually these members of 
different races will play a great part in the shaping and 
developing the character and destiny of Canada.

The Pearson Flag Revealed to Parliamen 
with resolution naming 0 Canada Anthe 


Ottawa—(UPD--Prime Minis- 
ter Pearson today revealed his 
proposed new flag-Three Red 
Maple Leaves on white with 
blue borders on the staff and 
fly-with an accompanying 
resolution naming 0’ Canada 
as the National Anthem. 

The flag resolution, which 
appeared in the early-morning 
Commons notice paper,also 
provided for the Union Jack to 
be used as a symbol of Com- 
monwealth membership and 
loyalty to the crown, 

God Save the Queen was 
proposed as the Royal Anthem 
in Canada. 

The Red Ensign, which was 
flown by government order in 

anada since 1945, waved 
over Parliament Hill under 
cloudy skies. It was not men- 
tioned in the resolution. 

The new design, which Pear- 


succsesor, contains the Na- 
tional emblem and colors laid 
down by King George the 
Fifth on Canada’s request in 
1921--three Red Maple Leaves 
on a single stem against a 
white field. 

The blue borders are a spe- 
cial touch recommended by 
Pearson to signify the Con- 
federation dream of a nation 
united from sea to sea.

EDITORIAL... 


The death of Indian Prime Minister Nehru has en- 
ormous implications both for India and the world. 
Nehru, as successor to Mohandas Gandhi was the force 
that held the diverse elements of the 450-million Indian 
nation together. The choice of a successor presents 
the Indian people with a great problem in the absence of 
any single personality able to command the authority 
Nehru did. 


Internationally, the passing of Jawaharlal Nehru 


could cause serious repercussions. He had steered a 
successful course between the east and west and held 
the confidence of Moscow, London and Washington. 

Although sometimes critical of British policy 
he remained a staunch defender and supporter of the 
Commonwealth itself. Harl Aitlee, British prime 
minister when India became independent, said of Nehru 
“he was singularly free from bitterness’ against the 
British and did what he could to build friendship be- 
tween the two nations. 

Nehru was the close associate and protege of the 
late Mahatma Gandhi. The two men rallied India to 
its independence. 

His death is a loss to the world. He was a champ- 
fon of liberty.

Snug Harbor—The cottage and boat house between 
Snug Harbor and Lunge Haven which was occupied 
last year by Raney Burke and famliy but which is now 
unoccupied were destroyed by fire between four and 
five o'clock this morning. The fire had gained so 
much headway when discovered that it was impossible 
for the neighbours that gathered to keep it from desroy- 
ing the two buildings. A valuable motor boat in the 
boat house was destroyed with the building and this 
represents a considerable loss to the owner. Just be- 
fore daylight Mrs, J. W. Franz, Lunge Haven was awak- 
ened by flames from the nearby cottage and boat house. 
Smoke and sparks were coming dangerously close to 
her home. She aroused her husband who called the 
neighboring farmers for assistance. Many residents 
of the district came but the fire had too much headway 
by this time for their efforts to be of any avail. Mrs. 
Franz informed the Post that she could not understand 
how the fire could start. She stated that saveral cars 
had been parked along that vicinity during the night 


and it would be quite easy for a lighted cigarette stub 
to start the blaze.

ALGONQUIN PARK WOLF STUDY 
NEARING COMPLETION

Timber wolf studies by the Department of Lands 
and Forests in Algonquin Park, are nearing completion. 
One of the final phases of the programme will be in- 
itiated this year with a wolf collection project lated 
for this fall and early winter. 


The Department plans to remove approximately 
100 wolves from various areas of the Park to determine 
if a change in the sex and age structure of the wolf 
population has occurred when the population was freed 
of human interference and exploitation for a five year 
period. 


This project is a biological one and has been sched- 
uled since the initiation of the predator research pro- 
gramme. It is not being carried out because of a need 
for predator control in the Algonquin area, All the re- 
sults obtained to date indicate no detectable increase in 
the number of packs or size of packs since the cessation 
of snaring in 1959. Although the actual mechanism or 
mechanisms involved are not know, wolves appear to 
have their own system of birth control which prevents 


- them from increasing beyond a certain density regard- 


less of available food supplies. Also, there has been no 
increased movement of wolves from the Park into ad- 
jacent areas. 


With the exception of minor fluctuations, deer pop- 
ulations {n the Park have remained approximately the 
same throughout the duration of the study. In years 
when decreases were noted, these decreases have also 
been recorded in the three Forst Districts immediately 
surrounding the Park, This close synchrony of chang- 
es over such a large area suggests that a more basic 
factor or factors such as changes in range and/or 
weather conditions is the main controlling influence. 


There has been no noticeable increase in the num- 
ber of wolf-killed deer recorded during the past winter. 
In fact, the actual number located has been lower than 
in some previous winters even though the lack of deep 
snow has made this past winter one of the most favour- 
able for finding wolf-killed deer. Again, the animals 
killed were predominantly in the older age group.

On two occasions recently 
opposition parties in the House) 
of Commons called for confi-| 
dence votes in an effort to| 
bring down the Pearson gov- 
ernment. On both occasions 
the tests were won by the 
government, as they were on 
fourteen previous occasions 
since the beginning of the 
current session of Parliament 
in February. 


® Because these votes of confi- 
dence arise at frequent inter- 
vals I thought you might be 
interested in learning how 
they come about and what 
they mean. 


During each session of par- 
liament the opposition gets a 
number of opportunities to 
bring down the government. 
The opposition can vote the 
government out of office dur- 
ing the debate on the Speech 
from the Throne and during 
the Budget debate. The goy- 
ernment can also be voted out 
on any of the six supply mot- 
jons which it must introduce in 
each session. 


In order to have estimates 
approved for each of its de- 
partments, the government 
must first begin by intro- 
ducing supply motions. 
The first covers six depart- 
ments; the next four cover 
three departments each and 
the last one covers all remain- 
ing departments. This year for 
instance, our first supply mot- 
ion came up on April 20th, 
It enabled us to introduce est- 
imates for the following de- 
partments; agriculture, extern- 
al affairs, northern affairs and 

@iational resources, citizenship 
and immigration, labour and 
public works. The second sup- 
ply motion on May 4th intro- 
duced estimates for the de- 
partment of industry, the post-

supply motion is introduced 
the opposition thakes the op- 
portunity to introduce amend- 
ments constitute motions of no 
confidence in the government. 
On the last supply motion, for 
example, the Conservative op- 
position sought to overthrow 
the government on the basis 
that it had not found ways to 
improve the low water level 
on the Great Lakes. This may 
seem to be a strange reason 
to invoke to defeat a govern- 
ment. Apparently the minor 
Opposition parties thought so. 
In any event, they did not join 
with the Conservative opposi- 
tion but voted with the govern- 
ment and the no confidence 
vote was defeated 141 to 78. 

There are, of course, other 
votes taken in the House from 
time to time, Hach item of 
legislation introduced by the 
government may be submitted 
to a vote. The government may 
state that a particular piece of 
legislation is so important that 
it is staking its life on it. In 
this case, if the legislation is 
vited down in the House, the 
government will resign. _ or- 
mally, however, legislation is 
not considered to warrant a 
vote of confidence in the goy- 
|ernment and therefore an ad- 
verse vote does not affect the 
government’s tenure of office. 
Neither do votes taken to re- 
verse a ruling handed down by 
the Speaker of the House. 

By actual count there has 
been an amazingly high num- 
ber of votes of confidence 
since the Liberal government 
took office a year ago. During 
| the 1963 session they totall- 
ed 45 in all. So far this year| 
we have had 16. Needless to 
say the government has won 
them all. f would imagine that 
there will be many, many 
more such votes before the

Beaverbrook 
celebrates 
85th birthday 


London-(UP})-Lord Beaver- 
brook-the Canadian preacher's 
son who became one of Bri- 
fain’s most powerful men--cele- 
brated his 85th birthday today. 

Beéaverbrook-still at the 
helm of the British newspaper 
empire he built-is marking the 
day at his country estate near 
Leatherhead, south of London. 

Later today, the British 
Broadcasting Corporation will 
broadeast a half-hour bio- 
graphy of “The Beaver”, fea- 
turing recorded interviews 
with men who have worked 
with him. 

Beaverbrook was born Max 
Aitken at Maple, Ontario, the 
son of the late Reverend Wil- 
liam Aitken. He was educated 
in New Brunswick, but went to 
Britain as a young man. He 
plunged into politics and 
jouralism, winning election to 
parliament in 1910 and pur- 
chasing the struggling Daily 
Express. 

He was created the first 
Baron Beaverbrook in 1917 
and became Minister of In- 
formation in 1918-the only 
man besides Sir Winston Chur- 
chill to serve in the British 
cabinet in two World Wars. 

In World War Two he be 
came Minister for Aircraft, 
Minister of State and Minister 
of Supply. 

But his newspapers con- 
tinued to demand more and 
more of his time. He built The 
Express to a four-million daily 
circulation, the second highest 
in Britain, and took over the 
|Sunday Express and Evening 
Standard.

My examination consisted of a detailed examination of all matters relative to 
the operations for the year 1963, including those of the Police village, the schools 
and the cemetery. 

Total outstanding taxes for the year, amounting to $25,230.88 show an increase 
of approximately $3,300.00 compared with the figure at the close of 1962. 

Although there were no temporary loans outstanding, the bank overdraft am- 
ounted to $23,625.73. Under present legislation, there is no authority for a munici- 
pality to borrow funds by way of overdraft. It is, however, permitted to borrow 
for the muni¢ipality’s requirements, provided that the amount borrowed does not 
exceed 70% of the municipality’s current assets. Under Section 341 of the Assess- 
ment Act, the municipality must obtain prior approval from the Municipal Board 
if the aboye limitations are to be exceeded. There is no evidence that such approval 
was obtained.
